WASHINGTON, Jan. i2.--Senator Till- 
Man spake on the Brownsville incident 
in the Senate today. He characterized 
the President's action in dismissing the 
negro troops as “‘nothing more nor less 
than lynching.” He challenged anyone 


to produce in the army regulations or 
articles of war any foundation for the 
charge of conspiracy of silence, mutiny 
and treason thade against the soldiers, 
although he declared there was no doubt 
that the soldiers were responsible for 
the “outrage at Brownsville.”’ 

Mr. Tillman held that it was contrary 
to the fundamental principles of liberty 
‘Of English and American law that the 
innocent should suffer because of the 
sins of the guilty; also, he declared, that 
& man shall be considered innocent un- 
til he is proved guilty. 

“‘In this case,"’ he said, “167 men have 
been punished, while not more than 2 
have been charged with participation in 
the crime.”’ 

Mr. Tillman maintained that the ne- 
gro troops should not have been sent to 
Texas. They were sent there, he said, 

inst the protests of one of the Texas 
tors and the Congressman from 
iat district. 

“This was done,” Mr.. Tillman. ex- 
claimed, ‘‘without any thought or éare 
on the part of the President or Secre- 
tary of War as to results. The first

neg and: to punish the citizens 
‘by abanduning the post. 

Mr, Tillman declared al! the soldiers 
in the trouble were from Capt. Macklin's 
company, and that Macklin did not be- 
lieve that a negro had seized Mrs. Evans 
by the hair and that he made no effort 
to detect the soldier. This, he thought, 
raised the question as to whether or not 
Capt. Macklin was in sympathy with the 
scheme of revenge. 

Mr. Tillman declared Senator Foraker 
had belittled himself by attacking Maj. 
Blocksom as a man whose father was a 
copperhead. 

“Are we never to have an end of the 
war and its bitterness?” he asked.

The failure and, subsequent arrest of 
John R. Walsh, which practically 
wrecked the Chicago National Bank, the 
Equitable Trust Co. and the Home Sav- 
ings Bank, was the greatest financial] 
sensation Chicago has ever known. 

Walsh was arrested on March 2 last, 
charged with violating the United States 
banking laws. It was charged that he 
juggled the assets of the Home Savings 
and the Chicago National banks, of 
which he was president, so that the ex- 


aminers who visited the two Institutions | 


at different times were hoodwinked Into 
reporting Home Savings as Chicago Na- 
tional assets, and vice versa. 

Walsh was one of the leading, if not 
the leading, financier of Chicago. He 
was identified with a soore of big con- 
cerns and was considered one of the 
most solid financiers in the West. Ac- 
cusations of forgery, it is stated, are 
under investigation by the grand jury at 
present.

TRUST COMPANIES 


NEED REGULATION 


Financiers Favor Humphrey's 
Proposed Law to Safeguard 
the Public. 


DO A BANKING BUSINESS 





Should Be Compelled to Main- 
tain Surplus and Avoid 
Speculation. 


Two St. Louis financiers—Hamilton A. 
Forman, president of the Central Na- 
tional Bank, and Festus J.. Wade, presi- 
dent ot the Mercantile Trust Co.—dis- 
cussed for the Post-Dispatch the merits 
of Senator Humphrey's bill to curtail 
the legal privileges of trust companies 
in Missouri. 

The measure is designed, Senator 
Fiumphrey explains, to prevent or check 
the practice of using the funds and in- 
fluence of trust companies to engage in 
stock-jobbing and in general to put them 
under the same regulations 1s those 
governing State banks. 

Mr. Forman says he bases his advo- 
cacy of the bill on the grou1d that as 
con petitors of banks. the trust corm- 
panies ought to be made to comply with 
the same conditions. 

“The prohibition against trust com- 
panies buying and selling stock is .ieces- 
sary because to deal in such securities, 
except as agents for a client, js to 
speculate, and speculation is risky,’’ said 
Mr. Forman. ‘There should be a re- 
quirement that trust companies keep a 
legal reserve equal to 20 per cent of 
their deposits. The national banks of 
the country are compelled to keep a re- 
serve equal to 25 per cent of their de- 
posits. If the trust companies accept 
accounts they should be made to give 
the same protection as do the banks, 
with which they are in competition. 


Should Have Surplus Fund.

surplus fund. The regulation observe 
by national banks is a good one and ts 
practically that of Senator Humphrey § 
bill. We are required to place to the 
credit of surplus 10 per cent of our one 
earnings each year and until that fun 
is equal to. 20 per cent of our capital 
stock we cannot declare a dividend. 

“The provision which Senator Hum- 
phrey has directed at the trust com- 
panies’ practice of becoming sureties 
on bonds and for the fidelity of persons 
in any employment or office is well cal- 
culated to protect the depositors or 
such companies from the danger of de 
faults heavy enough to cause a fall- 
There is no reason why the stock- 
holders of trust companies should not 
be under the same obligations to de- 
positors in their institutions as are tne 
stockholders of national banks. I there- 
fore regard aS a wise provision that 
which Senator Humphrey embodies in 
his bill with intent to make the stocK- 
holders of trust companies fully iiabie 
to their depositors, for whom, after all, 
the first and greatest protection should 
be assured. 

“Tt has happened so often that trust 
companies fathered schemes which in- 
volved more money than their own cap- 
ital—often by 10 times—and the resuits 
have been frequently so disastrous that 
the practice ought to be prohibited. Ii 
the Humphrey bill will prevent the is- 
suance of these debenture bonds in larée 
and unsafe sums it will be a good thing. 
In times of stress the practice is a 
menace to financial conditions. 

“Tl favor the proposal to put trust 
companies under the jurisdiction of the 
banking laws of the State, too. They 
are doing the same business as banks, 
they are competitors of banks, and 
ought to be compelled to meet the same 
requirements, not only in the interest of 
their depositors, but also of their ri- 
vals.”’ 

Festus J. Wade said: 

“I see no objection to the passage of 
the Humphrey bill. I can’t talk for oth- 
er concerns, but the Mercantile Trust 
Co. has never done any of the things 
which this bill seeks to prohibit. 

“We don’t speculate in stocks, or go 
on bonds or take any such risks. We 
have always complied with the bank- 
ing laws of the State and have given 
every protection to our depositors and 
creditors. There is no reason, then, why 
we should not welcome the passage of 
the Humphrey bill. Those things which 
it permits are in general what consti- 
tute our. business.’ 

The Humphrey bill would permit trust 
companies to loan money on real es- 
tate and collateral security. and to exe- 
cute and issue its rates and debentures 
payable at a future date and pledge its 
mortgages in real estate therefor, which 
rates and debentures may be issued to 
an amount not exceeding in the aggre- 
gate 10 times the amount paid in the 
capital stock of any company. It gives 
power also to a trust company to sell

Now, many of these 
houses have reached the point where they ought to 
_ be pulled down before they fall down. Others will 
_* stand for years jonger and pay a wretched rent 
which is all thefr wretched appearance entitles them 
to demand. 
e 2 ~ Back or in front of this appearance of wretched- 
_ ness are thousands of people, many of them new- 
* comers, not yet masters of the English language.” A 
minority of them suffer the actual ‘wretchedness” 
which is supposed to be universal in the slums. A 
majority of them are earnest, saving, persistent, in- 
_defatigable workers. They earn by pennies and 
‘spend by pennies until they can begin to count by 
dollars. 
* Understand them once, and vou will see that 
these newcomers have a fixed purpose, a definite ob- 
ject, a stake in life on which they are risking every- 
thing. In spite of every disadvantage and of having 
to “go through with” far more than those born in the 
‘ountry ever do, they believe in the United States as 
. country of opportunity. Their faith is above the 
verage of the country. They work to “make good” 
or it. Scores of them, hundreds of them, thousands 
’ them, will “make good.” They “mean business.” 
‘We require to be “shown.” ‘That is right, and 
they will show us later. In the meantime, if we 
build decent houses for them at a decent rent, they 
will show us that it will “mean business.” 


It may be that “every time the sun makes its 
daily course it finds this nation $10,000,000 richer,” 
_ but what of that if it finds us no better?

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THE BASIS OF CO-OPERATION. 

President, McChesney of the St. Louis Terminal 
Railroad Association practically admits that the 
terminal facilities of this city are inadequate to 
handle the traffic. The flat statement of the Munici- 
pal Terminal Commission, after careful investiga 
tion, that the facilities are inadequate, is conclusive. 
Not only has the Municipal Commission had ample 
opportunity to inform itself of the facts, but it 
has shown itself to he friendly to the Terminal! 
Association. Mayor Wells, representing the com- 
mission, says positively that the business of St. Louis 
cannot be handled with the present facilities. Pres- 
ident McChesney’s statement of the growth gf busi- 
ness, in view of the fact that the additions to the 
terminals have been small and unimportant, empha- 
sizes the Mayor’s conclusion. 

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch Mr. Mc- 
Chesney says that the number of freight cars han- 
dled in St. Lonis has increased between 1902 and 
1906, 30 per cent. Within the same period the pas- 
senger business has increased 57 per cent; and the 
tonnage of the freight traffic handled by the Ter- 
minal Association in and out of St. Louis rose from 
29,737,577 tons in 1902 to 44,000,000 tons in 1906. 

Both the Municipal Commission and the raiiroad. 
managers agreeing that the terminal facilities must 
be increased, the question is how shall they be in- 
creased and upon what terms. The commission has 
outlined an extensive plan of additions and improve- 
ments involving a new bridge, largely increased team 
tracks, and additional yards and depots to facilitate 
distnbution. But the commission, although not rep- 
resenting the aggressive sentiment of the people of 
St. Louis, has formulated and published certain con- 
clusions which are an essential part of the terminal 
problem. These conclusions are in harmony with the 
attitude assumed from the beginning by the Post- 
Dispatch. Among thein is a recognition of the es- 
sential injustice of a bridge arbitrary. Accepting a 
half-way concession, on the ground that half a loat 
is better than no bread, the commission has put on 
record its opinion that an arbitrary is unjust, and 
that the rates to any point within a radius of 25 
miles of St. Louis should be the same; that is to say, 
the rate to East St. Louis and St. Louis should be 
equalized and the bridge and terminal tracks counted 
as parts of the main line. 

The commission has put on record its opinion that 

the railroads should issue voluntarily genuine St. 
Louis bills of lading to and from every shipping 
without additional bridge and _ termina! 
charges. The commission has insisted that the St. 
Louis terminals of St. Louis railroads should be on 
the west side of the river; in short, that St. Louis 
thipments should be delivered in St. Louis. 
Mr. McChesney, admitting that the facilities are 
inadequate and must be greatly increased within the 
next three years, says that this can only be done 
with the co-operation of the city. It is impossi- 
ble, he says, for the Terminal Railroad ‘Association 
to increase depots, yardage, team tracks, switches 
and other terminal equipment without franchises 
granted by the city. This recognition of the neces- 
sity of co-operation on the part of the railroads 
and the city and of the essential mutuality of ad- 
vantage in the increase of facilities to the standard 
of adequacy required by the city’s growing business 
brings us to the point: Will the railroads recognize 
the right of the city to justice? Will they co-oper- 
ate, not merely in investing money in new facilities 
on fresh and enlarged franchise grants which are 
worth dollar put into them, but will they 
prove the mutuality of interest and advantage by 
voluntarily conceding the fair demands of St. Louis 
with reference to the abolition of arbitrary charges, 
west side deliveries, and genuine bills of. lading? 

Mindful of the fact that the ink on the statement 
of agreement between the railroads and the Munici- 
pa] Commission with reference to west side deliveries 
was scarcely dry before several railroads took steps 
to violate the agreement, there cannot be any fair 
complaint on the part of the railroad managers if St. 
Louisans look with some suspicion upon offers of 
co-operation on the part of the railroads which carry 
with them no guarantee to abolish the admitted in. 
justices from which St. Louisans have long suffered. 

To fair-minded men it would seem that the first 
step towards securing full and free co-operation and 
the concession of franchises necessary to carry out 
the improvements planned would be to place the re- 
lations of the railroads and the people of St. Louis 
on an equitable basis. So long as a remnant of the 
oppression of the terminal monopoly remains, that 
long must the people of St. Louis fight for their 
rights. They are now fighting in the Federal courts 
and must continue the fight until it is settled on the 
side of justice. They must take up every available.
